HE  collection  of  oriental  rugs  now  displayed  at  the  Anderson 


Galleries  is  of  unique  interest  as  illustrating  the  matured  and 
scholarly  judgment  of  a collector  in  whom  fortune  has  combined  the  rare 
gifts  of  unfailing  taste  and  artistic  perception  with  a lifetime  of  study 
and  first-hand  experiences  among  the  rug-weavers  of  the  east. 

For  Quill  Jones  the  trite  and  superficial  distinctions  and  standards  of 
taste  that  sway  and  decide  the  average  buyer  do  not  exist.  The  collector 
to  whom  smooth  perfection  of  weave  or  the  familiar  motifs  of  the  typical 
patterns  have  been  the  only  essentials,  will  find  in  the  present  collection 
a revelation  of  stimulating  examples;  the  results  of  a true  instinct  for 
beauty  and  unbiased  discrimination. 

Questions  of  style,  distinction  and  character  have  been  the  touchstones 
used  throughout,  and  the  coarseness  of  weave  or  primitive  quality  of  tech- 
nique displayed  in  an  occasional  example  has  never  been  allowed  to  over- 
balance the  larger  considerations. 

In  design,  the  archaic  and  mosaic  qualities  of  pattern  have  been  of 
first  importance,  and  among  the  carpets  on  exhibition  will  be  found  an 
unusual  number  of  early  pieces  of  forceful  individuality. 

The  collector’s  experiences  and  observations  in  the  east,  made  through 
many  journeys  into  Persia,  Kurdistan,  the  Caucasus  and  Turkestan,  have 
given  a background  of  knowledge  that  is  rare  and  which  lends  to  each 
example  the  distinction  of  an  authoritative  choice. 

The  collection  is  distinguished  as  a whole  for  the  very  wide  range  of 
design  and  of  color  scheme.  The  day  has  passed  when  so  rich  a grouping 
of  examples  of  such  variety  and  character  could  again  be  brought 
together.
